JAPAN. ‘ 
THE NEW PORTS. 


By this mail we have news from Osaka and Hiogo to the 
13th February. Everything was perfectly quiet, and the natives 
‘were fast returning to their houses and recommencing business. 

The conclusion of the struggle was the formal resumption of 
ee by the Mikado. On the 8th February an envoy from 
Imperial Majesty the Mikado was received by the foreign 
Ministers, and announced to them that anew system of govern- 
mnent had been established, by which the office of Shiogoon was 
abolished. The Mikado himself henceforth takes direct and 
entire charge of the Empire. Satsuma and Chiosiu have been 
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ordered to take charge of the foreign settlements, and the 
strictest orders have been given to avoid any collision with us. 

New Custom-house officers will be appointed in the course 
of a fow days at Hiogo, and the Ministers have been invited to 
return to Osaka. The quarrel with Bizen has been happily ad- 
justed by an apology, the Japanese ships seized have been given 
up, and the foreign force landed has returned on board our 
men-of-war, It is fully expected that trade will shortly revive. 

Besides this, which is authenticated by proclamation, it is 
stated on good authority that the Mikado’s officers will shortly 
take charge of the Custom-house and town of Yokohama. 
Whether Stotsbashi’s party can resist these radical measures 
of change remains to be seen. 

The foreign Ministers have been invited to go to Kioto, and 
it was believed that they would proceed thither in a few days 
to settle the details of the new treaty. 

Detachments of troops were being mede to operate against 
the scattered possessions of the Tokokawa family in the south. 
It was also expected that Stotsbashi would be immediately 
proclaimed an outlaw and rebel, a proclamation which the 
foreign Ministers will be asked to accept. 


YEDO. : 

Our latest news from Yedo amounts to nothing. more of any 
consequence than we have already published. Since his arrival 
there the ex-Shiogoon has remained shut up in the women’s 
quarters of the castle, strongly guarded; and: every possible pre- 
caution is being taken against a sudden attack or fire ; the 
city’s defences being strengthened, and numerous ward gates 
which had been destroyed being restored. Stotsbashi is 
despatching foreign steamers to various points on the coast to 
pick up such portions of his scattered troops as can find their 
way to the appointed rendezvous, and is concentrating all his 
force in Yedo alone. . He appears determined to make a stand, 
and it is reported that he will immediately invite the foreign © 
Ministers to return to this part of the country. 

The prospects for the spring are therefore certainly warlike, 
and consequently detrimental to trade. 


YOKOHAMA. 


‘The French mail delivered this morning brings uo later news 
than that received on the 6th instant, but by it we have some 
local papers giving fuller details of the recent events. The 
outward mail of Dec. 10 arrived on the 8th February, but her 
news had been anticipated by the arrival on the previous day 
of the P.MLS.S. China, with cable telegrams from J.ondon to the 
13th December. The following is from the Japan Times :— 

There appears to be little doubt that the burning of the Wino- 
maru at Yedo was the first burst of the flame of civil war. We 
have every reason to believe now that this was done by a band of 
Satsuma’s men, to effect the rescue of the sister of their chief, 
as we described the affair in our last. The destruction of Sat- 
suma’s palaces was the immediate result, and the Government 
story of their cecupation by-a horde of masterless banditti was a 
“ story ” in the school-girl’s sense of the word. The escape of a 
part of the Satsuma men and the naval duel which followed we 
have already recorded. The next move here was the burning of 
Kanagawa. ‘This occured on the 31st January, and is attributed 
to accident by the Yedo authorities. Our information leads us toa 
different conclusions. Strangers had been in the place all the 
morning, whose account of themselves was singularly deficient 
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in detail, though there appeared no sufficient reason for putting 
them under arrest. Meanwhile the wind got up, and about two 
P.M. had increased to a stiff breeze. Suddenly flames were seen 
from our side of the water to burst out almost simultaneously 
in four places at once—the Jast outbreak being to windward of 
the others. The long single street between a bluff and the sea- 
shore, which compose the town of Kanagawa, was in a blaze in 
an incredibly short space of time, and steadily the fire crept on 
along the numerous villages which line the Tokaido on the way 
to Yedo, until fully three miles of houses were burning. An 
avenue of trecs, where Mr. Richardson met his death in 1862, 
and a space of open ground fortunately made a gap in the long 
line of dwellings, else the fire would have swept away every- 
thing along the road until stopped by the river Logo, six miles 
farther on. 


The spectacle, as seen from our side of the bay, was grand 
in the extreme. In seven hours about fourteen hundred houses 
had been destroyed, extending along nearly three miles of road. 
The distress of the population thus suddenly in a black frost 
turned out into the bare fields will be imagined as something 
horrible, and the fact that no one was found frozen dead the 

“next day will be matter of surprise to those who do not know 
the Japanese, Used to being burned out periodically, they have 
discovered that an efficient tente d’abri can be formed by setting 

‘ups pair of shutters edge to edge over a mat, with another to 

- the windward end of the structure. Under such shelter, hardy 
people like these can pass a night or two without much incon- 
venience. One remarkable feature in the desolate picture, 
which could not fail to strike the most careless observer, as he 
rode over the mounds of calcined tiles and gray wood ashes, was 
the way in which the Japanese godowns had stood. With the 
exception of three or four at most, out of more than a hundred 
and sixty, these admirable little mud-built storehouses were un- 
injured by the fire. In them a great amount of property must 
have been preserved. 


On the day following the fire, a few charitable gentlemen got 
up a subscription in Yokohama for relieving the sufferers, and 
in a few hours some $2,000 were collected, which were most 
judiciously expended in blankets and rice and this timely help 
was very thankfully received. In the present state of political 
affairs it is unlikely that the town will be rebuilt for some time, 


-M+anwhile, at Osaka, events of far more importance were in 
progress. A short campaign of a week had completely de- 
stroyed the prestige of Stotsbashi. He risked au attack upon 
Kioto, which commenced on the 27th ult., was beaten, after 
three days’ hard fighting, outgeneralled, outflanked, and com- 
pelled to make a hasty and, as the result has proved, s most 
disastrous flight. He left the castle of Osaka during the 
night of the 31st and got on board a forcign man-of-war, 

. thence to his own ship the Kayo-mary, and ultimately reached 
Yedo ou the 4th of February. The foreign Ministers and 
residents left Osaka and retired to Kobe, and for some hours 
the place waz in the hands of an uncontrolled mob. The 
Svuthern Daimios’ troops, however, marched in and re- 
stored order, not, however, before the castle had been 
burnt and some considerable damage done in other 
quarters of the town. The ex-Shiogoon having thus 
abandoned his post and his Governor of Hiogo and the very 
Custom-house officers from Kobe having arrived here as re- 
fugeee, it was evident that so far as the new ports and the 
foreign settlers were concerned, no Japanese Government ex- 
isted to treat with. Our latest intelligence at the moment of 
writing is that his Imperial Majesty has offered to accept 
the treaties of 1868, made with the Shiogoon as if made with 
himself, that, nomine muiato, he will observe their conditions 
aud all (he subsequent conventions, ‘tariffs, and arrangements, 
that the foreign Ministers had accepted the proposals, that the 
Mikado’s officers were consequently on the point of taking 
charge of the foreign settlements at Osaka and Kobé, and that 
Nougasaki had also been taken possession of without much 
treuble in his name, The question of the day unsolved is— 
“ Will "Stotsboshi resist the Mikado’s officera when they appear 
here to do aa they have done in the south?” The French 
Hlivister is in Yedo, and his colleagues are all at Osaka ; we are 
paying duties in Yokohama to Stotabashi, in Kobé to the 
Mikado. Which of our allies are we to maintain against 
the other? We doubt the southern Daimios venturing to 
fuilow up their successes by attacking their foe on his own 
ground, and Stotsbashi is certainly not yet prepared for an 
attempt to recover his lost position, nor to accept that of a 
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rebel against the Mikado. It is fortunate for us, at all events, 
that both sides are friendly to foreigners, anxious to conciliate, 
fearful to offend, willing to trade. 


In our last we announced the formation of a new Government 
by the Mikado, frum which Stotsbashi, our quondam ally, was 
altogether excluded—the office of Shiogoon being, in fact, 
abolished. It is possible that this information has been re- 
ceived at home with the same incredulity as discredited our 
announcement of the abdication of Stotsbashi. ‘Ihe result 
proves, however, that wo have again been able to tell the 
foreign representatives and the public something more than our 
“ally” of Yedo had thought fit to make “officially ” known. 
Official information, by the way, has led the Home Government 
into one pretty particularmess. Thereception royal with honours, 
at Windsor, Malta and elsewhere of Stotsbashi’s little brother 
whose relative ravk, even when Stotsbashi was Shiogoon, was 
never higher than that of a cadet of the house of Buccleugh 
or Somerset, is a ludicrous mistake at which all the East is 
laughing. Now, Stotsbashi having abdicated the Shiogoonate, 
being excluded from the new Government, and shortly, perhaps 
to be reduced to his original position of a landless noble, with- 
out following or means, Mimbutaiyu’s position becomes very 
unpleasant. They cannot well call him an impostor because the 
royal honours on false pretences which he received were thrust 
upon him: it is of very little use his coming home—what is 
he todo? Perhaps Her Majesty will give him a clerkship in 
the Foreign-office, or send him to the London University. 


The health of the settlement is good. The weather has been 
rather severe, some snow having fallen. 





NAGASAKI. 

Nagasaki has been delivered up by the late Shiogoon, at the 
order of the Mikado, to Chosiu, Satsuma, and Owari. ® 

On the 6th February H.BM.S. Serpent arrived from Hiogo 
with the intelligence that hostilities had actually commenced 
between the Satsuma men and Government troops, and 
that foreign Ministers and Consuls at Osaka had evacuated 
the place and sought refuge on board ship at Hiogo. On the 
strength of this information and in view of danger that might 
arise to life and property here, the Consuls of all the Treaty 
Powers and the commanders of H.B.M. ships Jcarus and Serpent 
held a meeting and arranged a code of signals and appointed a 
place of rendezvous to be used in case of emergency. On the 
following day the English Consul received information from 
a reliable source, to the effect that eighty ronins had 
entered the native town and intended burning the Go- 
vernor’s house and Government godowns, after which 
they might probably make a raid’ into the foreign 
settlement. The commanders of the men-of-war were com- 
municated with, and a force of 160 men landed from the 
Shenandoah, Icarus, and Serpent and occupied an open space of 
ground between the native town and foreign settlement. A 
fight took place at the Governor’s house between Satsuma, 
Geshiu and Tosa men and the soldicrs on guard. The latter 
were soon dispersed, and the Governor with most of his atten- 
dants, their wives and families, and all Yedo officials withdrew 
and placed the care of Nagasaki in the hands of Hizen and 
Chikuzen for the time being. Tosa’s flag is now floating over 
the Government-house. The Custom-house is still open, and 
appears to be under the sole charge ofa few Nagasaki officials ; 
300 of Satsuma’s men are on their way to take charge of the 
place and maintain order if possible. Danger to the foreign 
community, with the precautions adopted, there is none, which- 
ever side wins. The results to be dreaded and provided against 
are fire and murderous attacks on individuals promenading the 
streets of the town. 

The most extensive fire which has taken place here for 
many years broke out in the native town at 2 a.M., on the 
morning of the 3rd of February, and raged with extraordinary 
violence until 10 a. Houses (and merchandise of consider- 
able value), chiefly occupied and owned by officers and the 
better class of merchants, have been destroyed. About two 
acres of ground were swept of everything, with the exception 
of a few fireproof godowns, some of which, even after the fire 
was subdued, burst into flames, in consequence of the great 
heat to which they had been previously subjected. One or 
two lives were lost, and a few accidents occurred. The wind 
was fortunately light. Had it blown etronger Decima would 
have stood in great danger. ,

SHANGHAL 

From this port we have advices to the 24th February (four 
days later), but no news of any importance. 

The Supreme Court and Consdar Gasete states thet the 
news with regard to the interior of China is of a more peaceful 
nature than that hitherto to hand ; a gentleman who has just 
’ arrived from Tientsin, from which place he made the journey 
overland to Chinkiang, reports that, according to native infor- 
mation, the province of Shantung is at present free from the 
Nienfei; and that Li-Hung-Chang is said to be at Chee- 
ning-cho, in Shantung, where he has from 150,000 to 200,000 
troops. He has also seven Europeans with him, and Dr. 
Macartney has lately visited him, and will be returned to 
Nanking about a week hence. The Nienfei are reported to be 
at Kaichow in Chili, and are stated to have passed through the 
province of Shantung, without inflicting much cruelty on the 
inhabitants, though they destroyed a few houses and beheaded 
@ small number of each village. A number of native militia 
who had been stationed in the capitat of Shantung were return- 
ing to their homes, their services being no longer required. 
This last circumstance looks as though further troubles were 
not immediately expected ; but we hear that the condition of 
people is miserable in the extreme. 

At Hankow an important meeting of Consuls had taken 
place with reference to the failure of the Customs’ Bank, by 
which foreign (chiefly British)] merchants lose upwards of 
$400,000. It has not resulted in anything, as the Taoutai 
has simply refused to take any steps in the matter. It is sur- 
mised by one of the local papers that the failure has been a 
planned “thing in retaliation for the losses suffered by the 
Chinese through the failure of Mackeller and Co. 

The following items are from the Shanghai News Letter, an 
organ of American opinion, published monthly for transmission 
to America by the Pacific mail steamers :— 

The British naval authorities have finally taken possession of 
their new purchase, the Shanghai Wharf Company’s property 
at Pootung (opposite the lower limits of IIonque), and the Acorn, 
hospital ship for the men-of-war, was moved down there, from 
her old position off the Bund, on the 12th Feb. The property 
now owned by the Pritish Crown comprises two splendid 
wharves with several hundred feet of water frontage, also large 
godowns and a long range of buildings suitable for naval pur- 
poses, all cut off from Chinese grounds by a substantial 
corrugated iron fence. The price paid for the whole 
property was but taels 25,000! Nothing has yet been 
done by the United States Government towards securing a 
naval station in the East ; the purchase of lands for that pur- 
pose at Woosung, as suggested by certain journals in America, 
might be consummated but only at a great outlay, and far beyond 
the above figures to make the position tenable. By the last 
European mail it was intimated that Prussia may become the 
owner of Formosa Island by purchase! As France and 
England have already secured a foothold in this quarter, 
such an intimation as the Prussian Government may choose 
to make towards occupying Formosa cannot at present 
be gainsayed by any European Power, or refused by 
the Imperial Government of China; therefore it remains for 
the U.S. Government to determine upon their course of policy 
in the East, whether, after planting the American flag in 
Alaska and on the West India Islands, they will give American 
oommerce and interests in China the benefit of its presence on 
one of the islands in the China seas, a consummation devoutly 
to be wished, and of paramount importance ; or will the golden 
opportunity be allowed to pass, aud to other and less influential 
Powers of the world be given the enviable means, if 0 inclined, 
of checking or thwarting the course of American trade across 
the Pacific ? 

It is reported that there will be no P.M. steamer leaving San 
Francisco in February, much to the disappointment of those 
‘who were depending on the Colorado for the next coming 
boat. The Japan, it appears, had not at last advices left New 
‘York, and as her departure has been unavoidably postponed, she 
is likely to come out via Cape Horn and San Francisco, instead 
of as contemplated, via Cape of Good Hope and the Indian 
ports. The P, M.S.S. Company are therefore unable to carry 
out their mouthly engagements as expected, and the next out- 
going steamer for San Francisco will not probably leave here 
with the mails before the middle of April; the next boat over 
being the Great Republic, to leave San Francisso the 6th March. 
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Thus it will be seen that for the eecand time since October leat 
we shall be unable to issue our paper as contemplated—i.c., 
regularly once a month. It is not, however, for this reason 
that we allude to the subject, bnt we would beg to intimate that 
these irregularities are real grievances, not only to the travelling 
public, who do noi like to have their well-laid plans marred in 
this manner, but to the business community generally, who 
cannot give that confidence and support to a line that promises 
what it cannot perform. 

The following is the personnel of the Mission from China to 
the treaty Powers, whieh starts by the Pacific Mail steamer for 
San Francisco :—His Excellency the Hon. Anson Burlinghame, 
High Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordivary ; J. 
McL. Brown, Esq., First Secretary of Legation ; Mf. de Champs, 
Second Secretary of Legation; their Excellencies Chih Ta-jen 
and Sun Ta-jen, High Ministera of the second rank, attached 
to the Mission to learn and qualify themselves in the modes of 
diplomatic intercourse, and to assist Mr. Burlinghame in his 
communications with the Chinese Government ; six student 
interpreters, two of whom have studied and speak English 
with considerable facility, two have studied French, and two 
Russian ; two writers, a native dootor, and about fifteen ser- 
vants. 

Advices from Tientsin, dated February 8, state :-—" The Peiho 
river at Taku is now quite open, a strong easterly gale having 
broken up the ice. The winter has been mild, with indica- 
tions of an early resumption of business, Much snow has 
fallen, which is considered good for the coming crops, Ame- 
rican Drills are at 4.8 taels nominal. Jeans, 4.2 taels; 8.4 
Grey Shirtings, 2.7.5 taels; 8.4 lb. T-Oloths 2.4.5 taels.” 





HONG KONG. 

The Messageries Imperiales steamer having been delayed by 
the non-arrival of the boat from Shanghui, brings news te March 
1, three days later. There is no local news of interest, aud the 
Hong Kong papers are entirely filled with intelligence from 
Japan, the Hong Kong races, and police reports. 

The China Marl of Feb. 29 says :—-“ We understand that the 
new hotel was opened to-day, and that his Excellency and Lady 
MacDonnell graced the inaugurative tiffin with their presence. 
The company was @ numerous one, and included many ladies. 
Speeches were made, his Excellency’s being singularly remark- 
able, we are informed, for wit, good taste, and humour, as 
might have been expected on such an interesting occasion.” 

Referring to the instructions received from home regarding 
the revenue arising from the “gambling ordinance,” the Matt 
says :—“ No attempt has been made to punish open gambling, 
unless it happened to be unlicensed, and in such cases, when 
proved, delinquents have been fined 100 dols.; 20 that the 
Governor derived a double revenue from gambling—from its 
unlicensed as well as its licensed practice. The Duke of Buck- 
ingham has prohibited his Excellency from using any of the 
money thus derived for any imperial or colonial purpose, and 
thus declares his perfect concurrence im the views of those 
persons who in Hong Kong protested against the disgrace his 
Excellency has inflicted upon this colony.” The Daily Press, 
on the other hand, says :—“ All the money which has been 
coming in month after month from the gambling-houses has 
been locked up and made no use of; and even now, when we 
want all manner of thingse—a new Praya amongst the number 
—we are told to look on this money as unavailable. Where- 
fore, in the name of common sense, is it to be tabooed ? 
Ts it that a dollar coming from a gambling-house is polluted so 
as to carry a sort of moral infection, which would pollute 
stones of a sea wall for which it paid, and have a tendency to 
soften the mortar ? Surely in that case a banker could be 
found sufficiently indifferent to sentimental finance to change 
the dollars for others for a trifling consideration per cent. If 
the infected dollars are left in the Treasury, moreover, will 
they not communicate their mysterious and subtle disease to 
the subsidiary coins which may be there? . . There are 
two alternatives to choose from in connection with that 
$130,000. If it has been wrongfully accepted from the 
gambling-house keepers (whose pecuniary welfare the mis- 
sionaries and the Duke seem so anxious to promote), it ought 
to be given back to them. We should like very much to see 
the people in favour of that course after the results have so 
abundantly justified the existing policy as a measure of police. 
If it ought not to be given back to them, it ought, of course, 
to be applied to some useful public purpose.” 

We learn from Canton that the execation of the ooolie Poon 
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Ashang, who murdered his masters, Sheik Ahmed, on the 29th 
December last, took place opposite the residence of his victim 
on the afternoon of the 27th February. The Poon-yu Magis- 
trate, and Mr. Mayers, H.M.’s Vice-Consul, superintended the 
execution, and a large nuniber of the Canton residents witnessed 
the dread ceremony. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to March 7th, three days 
later. The following items of news are from the Singapore 
Daily Times :— 

We have been informed that a respite has been granted by 
his Excellency the Governor to the condemned leaders of the 
Toh-Peh-Koug Society—pending a report from the Recorder of 
Penang, Sir W. Hackett, as to the nature of the evidence and 
the justice and propriety of the sentence (which, from the 
verdict of the jury, he had no other alternative but to pass) 
being carried into effect. We are given to understand that if 
they are not executed the only other alternative is to transport 
them for life. It seems that they are all British subjects, and 
that therefore they cannot be deported. 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce has been held to 
consider the new contract for mails between this port and Cal- 
cutta entered into by the Indian Government with the British 
India Steam Navigation Company. ‘he old contract expired 
in September last, but has been continued provisionally to 
date. The subsidy paid under it by the Indian Government 
was Rs, 7,500 per mensem. Of this the Straits Government 
was debited with Rs. 1,000 per month. But the debit was 
nominal almost, for if the Straits revenue could not pay this 
Rs, 1,000 the Indian Government did. Now we are on a dif- 
ferent footing. We have started in business ourselves and must 
pay our own way. Some correspondence has passed between 
this and the Indian Government on the subject. It appears 
that the terms of the contract have been settled by the latter, 
and that no alterations can now be made; for to a suggestion 
of the Straits Government that the duration of the contract 
should not extend over three years, the reply is that it came 
tvo late. The matter, therefore, appears to be settled, and it 
‘is a mere matter of form to ask the opinion of the Straits com- 
munity. Nevertheless, the Chamber resolved to repeat its ob- 
jection to a five years’ contract, and to press the importance of 
there being no change of steamer between this and Calcutta. 
There is not much difference between the old and new contract, 
but the latter gives some advantages to the public which we 
may briefly enumerate. 

The Governor-General has power to make the line to Singa- 
pore leave Caloutta every fourth week instead of once a month 
as heretofore. The rate ‘of speed required has been raised 
from seven to seven-and-a-half miles per hour. The steamers 
will reach Singapore about the 7th and sail on return voyage 
about the 11th of each month. The lines between Calcutta 
and Akyab, and between Calcutta and Maulmain, &c., are all 
fixed for starting on certain days of the week now, instead of 
on fixed days of the month. In the copy of the contract 
which we have seen, the schedule of rates of passage money 
and freight are excessive, but we have been informed that they 
have reference only to the Government of India, and, as a 
matter of fact, are much less in practice in the Straits. The 
new contract ends on 31st December, 1872, and has therefore 
pow four-and-three-quarter years to run. 

The latest Singapore grievance is the want of a band. The 
Daily Times says :—Why has Singapore not got a band? It 
is perfectly intolerable to think of. What is the good of our 
Esplanade without a band to play upon it? The band-stand 
on it is a mockery and a delusion. We are paying £60,000 a 
year for military, while Hong Kong pays only £29,000. They 
have a band while we have not. As we are victimised to such 
an alarming extent, let us at least try and get some amuse- 
ment if nothing else for our money. Let us insist on the 
august Secretary of State for the Colonies sending us out a full 
band with big drum and everything complete. This is not 
rouch to ask for after giving away such a pot of hard dollars. 
We hear some talk of the Strait Settlements being saddled 
with the endowment of a bishopric. We can do without 
a harmless old gentleman in silk stockings, apron, and 
shovel-hat very well yet-a-while. Moreover, we do not think 
that Singaporeans are particularly ritualistic, and they might get 
such auother bishop as Bishop Milman in Caloutta, to breed di- 
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the fault.

THE DUKE OF SAINT ALBANS ON THE SUEZ CANAL. 


As brifly noticed in our last issue, the Duke of St. Albans has . 
been to see the Suez Canal, and is so delighted with what he saw 
that he occupies an entire column of The Times in giving expression 
to his feelings. ‘I came,” he says, ‘a sceptic, and leave a true be- 
liever in the completion within a sbort time of the canal across the Isthmus 
of Suez. The kindness and courtesy we everywhere experienced were 
euch as I shall always remember with pleasure, and I heard on every hand 
expressed the gratification all felt in showing English people the progress 
they were making.” At the Suez end of the canal everything seemed 
activity. ‘* I saw,” the Duke writes, ‘four large floating steam dredges 
at work, clearing a channel through the shallows of the Red Sea, and others 
being puttogether. I saw the Arabs Lusy on the other side of an em- 
bankment which divided the sea from the works, furrowing out the course 
of the canal. I-had seen this part three months before, and the progress 
had been considerable. I saw the course of the canal beyond this marked 
by the enormous dredges stauding above the mirage and the desert. There 
are sixty large and twelve small steam floating dredges, with more than a 
hundred attendant steam barges in work. The larger ones cost from 
£15,000 to £20,000, which may give you some idea of their size. They’ 
discharge their buckets of sand into the steam barges or into iron aque- 
ducts 220 feet in length, which pass their contents over the banks of the 
canal on to the desert beyond. Forty-eight millions of cubic feet were 
thus displaced last month, and sixty millions, it is thought, will be done‘ 
per month inthe summer days. The last mentioned machines are an.in-- 
vention peculiar to these works, and are due to M. Lavalley, who may be 
called the maker, as M. Lesseps is the originator, of the Suez Canal. The 
great difficulty has been found after the water rises before the dredges can 
be floated. As the salt water canal is not filled between Suez and Ish-: 
malia, passengers and cargo are forwarded theuce on the fresh water canal 
in steam launches and barges. This canal is of ordinary size, and will, 
allow two large barges to pass each other, but I wish to speak only of the 
great salt watercanal, The first point of interest after leaving Suez is at 
Great Shalouf. This is the most important cutting next to El Guier. It 
is four miles in length, through clay, stone, and sand, and is dry at pre- 
sent. Three thousand European and Arab workmen are kept here. I 
was more struck here than anywhere else on the works. The canal is cut 
to its extreme depth, and the water will stand twenty-six feet deep at low 
water in the Red Sea. You look down into this enormous dry channel, 
with its busy hive of workmen ecooping away the ground and filling the: 
trucks, which stationary engines draw up and replace by others; and while 
looking down on this magnificent work you almost persuade yourself to 
believe in large steamers passing to and fro here between the West and 
East, in the coffers of the company being filled with their dues, and in 
delighted shareholders drawing large dividends.” The Duke remarks that 
‘the Frenchman knows how to brush the Turk’s coat the right way.” 
Possibly he knows how to do the same for English travellers. 


Tue Pall Mall Gazette commends to the consideration of English 
engineers the accuracy of the estimates made by their foreign brethren of 
the cost sf driving the tunnel under Mont Cenis. The total length of 
the tunnel will be 12,220 metres, of which 8,409 metres have been com- 
pleted at a cost of 33,699,978 francs, the original estimate for the whole 
work having been 70,000,000 francs. 
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from France to Italy. Governments may be slow to decide on such 
changes, becauee their responsibility is great, bat if once the public has 
reason to believe Brindisi a better route than Marseilles, it ia sure to take 
it, and the mails are equally sure soon to follow the lead, 


Want of hotel accommodation at Brindisi was urged by the Duke of 
Montrose lagt autumn as one reason against going that way. At Brindisi 
there is one hotel which recent travellers thence state to be tolerably capa- 
cious, although of small merit in other respects ; but as it possesses a 
cruet-stand, and provides its guests with English mustard, it probably 
considers itself all that is required as a halfway house, ;M. Semenza 
suggests that the Southern Railway Company should, in its own interest, 
establish a large and cormmodious inn at Brindisi. Most assuredly it 
ought, if it knew its own interests, “ We Italians,” says M. Semenza, 
‘30 long persecuted by foreigners, have become accustomed continually to 
complain, and to trust less in ourselves than in Providence and in the ad- 
vice and assistance of more advanced nations.” If the Americans, who 
now swarm in Italy to an extent almost unprecedented, could but inocu. 
late the Italians with their practical go-ahead spirit, what a country this 
might become within a very few years! 

































THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 
The following is abbreviated from the Florence correspondent 
of The Times :— 


Signor Gaetano Semensa, an active and vigilant member of the Italian 
Lower Louse, lately published a letter on the interesting topic of the pas- 
sage of the Eastern mails through Italy. The inspection of the provisional 
railway from Suss to St. Michel will be made soon after the middle of 
April, and that the line will be opened to the public a few days later. 
That opening has been 20 repeatedly announced as near at hand, and such 
long intervals have afterwards elapsed during which nothing was heard of 
the matter, that persons who have not actually been upon the Cenis and 
seen the rails may well be excused for treating the whole undertaking as 
fabulous, and looking upon Mr. Fell asthe Mrs. Harris of railway construc- 
tors. Every day that passes tends to weaken the faith in the opening of a 
line which the completion of the great tunnel seems destined completely 
to rnin. It is confidently announced that in 1872 the passage through 
the mountain and the connecting links of railroad at each end will be com- 
pleted. This allows but a brief existence to the Sammit Rail, which I 
have lately repeatedly heard spoken of as still-born and a total failure. I 
think I mentioned in a former letter that early in the month of December 
the line and the covered ways were declared ready, but when the carriages 
—built in Paris—came to be tested some parts of the engines proved 
themselves unequal to the work they were destined to perform, and it was 
found necessary to replace them with other pieces of greater strength. I 
have been informed on respectable authority that @ condition imposed 
upon the company by the French Government was that the rolling stock 
should be manufactured in France. If this be true, it fs doubly unlucky 
that the engines should have proved a failure, because ill-natared people 
may be apt to smell a job, and to bear in mind the systematic unowilling~ 


From a leading article in The Times on the same subject, 
we extract the following :— 


The letter of our Florence Correspondent calls our atttention to the im- 
portart subject of the transmission of the Overland Mail to India over the 
Susa-Brindisi line across Italy. We have often pointed out the advan- 
tages which this line possesses over the present French route by Mar- 
seilles, amounting, to sum them upin a few words, to the substitation of a 
short land journey instead of a long sea voyage. “ Praise the sea and keep to 
to the land” has become an economical no less than a pradential rule, and 
wherever the choice is possible communication by water is invariably 
avoided, except when it answers the purposes either of the conveyance of 
heavy merchandise or of a pleasure trip. Now, the Overland Mail, on its 
way from London to Alexandria, must needs perform both a land and a 
sea journey. So long as the best means of locomotion by land was the 
diligence, the narrowest strip of the Continent and the broadest expanse of 
the Mediterranean offered the best route; but since the locomotive bas 


ness shown by the French Post-office authorities to accelerate the com- 
munications between England and Italy—as evinced by (among other 
things) the continued unnecessary fourteen hours’ detention in Paris of 
letters from the latter to the former country. 

M. Semenza’s letter is in three chapters, the first showing the saving of 
time by despatching the Indian mail by Susa and Brindisi instead of by 
the present route; the second points out the measares it is urgent the 
Italian Government should adopt in order to indace such a change; and 
the third exposes the advantages to be derived from it by Italy and other 
countries, The writer refers to what was said ia the House of Lords by 
the Duke of Montrose last year, and by Mr. Hunt in the House of Com- 
mons with respect to our Government's intention to adopt the Brindisi 
line at a future day, and to its having inserted a clause in its contract 
with the Peninsular and Oriental Company providing for such a change, 
It was thon urged that for 500 miles the railway was a single line, which 
rendered it, said the Duke of Montrose, “impossible to manage a 
Jarge traffic with anything like regularity and punctuality.” M. 
Semenza says the line is well organised, and compares journeys 
made in December last by that route and by way ef Marseilles. 
M. Semenzs sots down the voyage between Brindisf and Alexandria at 
seventy hours. Persons who have lately performed it assare me that this 
is quite a minimum time. One gentleman was eighty-two hours going, and 
on his return, when there was only one other passenger on board besides 
himeelf, he was five days, because the boat was put under half-steam, pro- 
bably to economise coal. Of course this sort of thing would not occur 
with the Indian mail, bat the company should remember that it has its 
Yeputation to make and an old-established line of good boats to compete 
with. It is probable the Peninsular and Oriental would do the work regu- 
larly in seventy hours or less, There fs no doubt that by Brindisi is the 
nataral route, and that considerable saving of time might be made. 
It seems certain that three days might be gained by taking the Brindisi 
route, when once the service is properly organised, and without waiting for 
the opening of Fell’s railway or of the tunnel, The present speed on the 
Italian Tine is, according to M.Semenza, 40 kilometres, or about 25 
English miles an hour. This might be increased. As now organised, the 
jine does wot seem to give satisfaction to English travellers adopting it as 
their route to Egypt or India, The objections urged are various, but 
apparently the service is by no means first rate. M. Semenza is con- 
vinced that travellera, letters, samples, and merchandise must soon adopt 
the route that promises them considerable gain of time and a great dimi- 
nution of sea passage. He demonstrates plainly enough that Brindisi 


is the most advantageous point of embarkation for Egypt, and of that 
there can be no doubt; but the question is one of organisation. The pas- 
sage of the Indian mail through France is excellently organised ; the traffic 
has got into that groove, andi will hardly leave it until convinced that the 
new line is equally punctual and trustworthy. At Brindisi there is mach 
to be done to render the port commotiions and desirable. MM. Semenza 
seems impressed with the injudicious rigour of Italian Custom-house 
officials. At the present time, he says, even ladies’ boxes are mitutely 
examined. A glaring caso of unjustifiable delay vccasionrd to an English 


officer going to India by the particularly obtuse Custom-house officials at 


Susa was mentioned in The Times a few months ago, and representations 
on the subject were made in official quarters here. Not by such impedi- 


ments and annoyances is the stream of Indian traffic likely to be diverted

All our object should be the longest land journey and the shortest sea 
passage, and a glance at the route, along that part fn which a free choice 
is left to us, say from Macon forward, will satisfy us that a line which 


from that place strikes across the Alpa and follows the course of the 


Italian Peninsula from Susa to Brindisi is much shorter than the one 


which from Macon and Marseilles must either go round the Islands of 
Sardinia and Sicily, or else run the hazards of a troublesome navigation 


across the Straits; also, that the former route takes us by land over at 
least three-fourths of the distance which the latter must achieve by water. 
The Mediterranean is like a great ditch, of which more than one half is 


bridged over by Italy, and the Peninsula lies, besides, in that morth- 


easterly direction which seems to have been best intended for the conve- 
nience of the Overland Mail. 


The obstacles which have hitherto been in the way of this rather necee- 


sary than desirable improvement lie—first, in the sluggishness-and incapa- 


city of the Italian Government ; then in the jealous selfishness of the 


French railway companies; finally, in the apathy and supineness of our 


own postul authorities. The Italians have not yet provided a line of first- 
They have not set the 
Their railway service leaves mach to de- 
sire, Finally, they actually disgust and frighten away travellers by the 
delays and vexations of their custom-houses, and the dirt and discomfort 
of their inns and stations. The French, for their own part, endeavour to 
befriend their own Marseilles line by the unconscionable detention of 
fourteen hours ia Paris of the English mails on their way to Itals. 
We need not point out how easily the French difficulty ought to be 
overcome by a little pressure of diplomatic remonstrance. It 
is not for such a nation as Franca to “stop the way;” nor 
can we believe that the Government of the Emperor Napoleon, 
if properly appealed to, would insist upon a policy at variance with all the 
usages of civilised nations. So far as Italy is concerned, all is reduced to 
a mere question of demand and supply. It is all an affair of capital ; and 
if the Italians are too poor or too slothful to do the work for themeelves, 
we feel confident the speculation would turn out a paying one, even of it 
were necessary to buy the whole line, with steamers, railways, and houses 
of accommodation, off Italian hands. As te the anaoyances to the 
Custom-houses, the difficulty, like that of the French post-office, admits 
of diplomatic treatment. 


Of what importance Italy must needs become as the common highway 
of Europe to the East we are reminded by the fact that travellers from all 
parts of Germany, from Belgium, from Holland, and Scandinavia will be 
under as great a necessity to avail themselves of it as those coming from 
the North of France or from England. A drawback still existing 
against the conveyance of the Overland Mail across Italy is found 
in the break still occurring in the railway communication at the 
Mont Cenis Pass between St. Michel de Maurienne and Susa, The 
great Alpine tunnel will not be roady till 1872,. and long delay 
has damped our hopes in the eventual success of Mr. Fell’s Sum- 
mit railway. We have, however, both our correspondent’s evidence and 
Captain Tyler’s authority establishing the fact that the interruption of 
communication across the Alps arising from wintry inclemencies never 
extends beyond twenty-four hours,gand that bappens in extremely rare 
occurrences. Such a loss of time, even when it becomes inevitable, is but 
a trifle to set against the three or four days’ gain that the Brindisi route, 
even its present most imperfect state, already gives us over the rival line 
of Marseilles. The English Government, as our readers are aware, whea 
it signed a contract with the Peninsular and Oriental Company for the 
conveyance of the overland mail, reserved the right of changing the ronte 
from Marseilles to Brindisi any time that such a change should be deemed 
practicable and advisable. We have written to little purpose if we have 
not proved that the contemplated contingency depends ia a great measure 
on the goodwill and activity of the Government itself.

The Pelorus left 
Yokohama, Sept. 16; Hong Kong, Oct. 16; Manila, 26; Singapore, 
Nov. 7; Batavia, 21; Cape of Good Hope, Jan. 5; St. Helena, Feb. 4; 
and Ascension, Feb. 13. After passing the Azores light easterly 
winds prevailed. She was pnt in commission Sept. 7, 1863, and has 
seer’ been employed four years and a half on the Japan and China 
station. 

The twin screw gun vessel Ringdove, awaiting her commission at 
Portsmouth, has made a second official trial of her speed over the 
measured mile in Stokes Bay, and obtained a slightly increased rate of 
zaean speed over the rate obtained on her previous trial. She drew 
1O0ft. Sin. of water aft and 8ft. 8in. forward, with 99 tons of coal on 
board, and with rig and first-class steam reserve stores all complete. 
The speeds obtained were as follows :—Mean speed per hour, with full 
boiler power, 11°108 knots ; with half boiler power, 9°581 knots. The 
machinery worked admirably. 

By the death of General Sir T. Kenah, K.C.B. (noticed in our 

obituary), the colonelcy of the 63rd Regiment is vacant. The general 
entered the army in August, 1799, and the same year served with hie 
regiment in Holland, and was present at the action of the 19th Sep- 
tember, as well as in several other minor affairs. In 1801 he served in 
Egypt, under General Sir Ralph Abercromby ; and afterwards, from 
1803 to 1812, was on active service in Sicily. He subeequentiy joined 
the army in Spain, and was on the staff as assistant, and afterwards as 
deputy-adjutant-general at the head of the department; and was be 
gent at the battle of Castalla, as also several other affairs. The late 
general also served at the siege and capture of Genoa, in April, 1814. 
He had received the gold medal from the Grand Seignior for the 
Egyptian campaign, also the silver war medal with one clasp; was 
created in 1818 a Companion of the Order of the Bath, in recognition 
of his military services ; and in 1865 was advanced to a Knight Com- 
maander of that distinguished order. The deceased general's com- 
Missions bore date as follows :—Ensign, August 14, 1799 ; lieutenant, 
May 9, 1800; captain, March 3, 1804; major, November 5, 1512; 
lieutenant-colonel, December 27,1813 ; colonel, July 22, 1830; major- 
general, November 28, 1841; lientenant-general, November 11, 1851; 
general, December 26, 1859 ; and colonel of the 63rd Foot, November 
25, 1850. 

The Lords of the Admiralty (says the Army and Navy Gazette) have 
been reluctantly compelled to remove the name of Captain the Hon. 
Angustus C. Hobart the Navy List, in consequence of his having 
accepted an appointment under the Tarkish Government, without, in 
the first instance, having consulted the wishes of their lordships. At the 
samc time we believe that the difficulty of Captain Hobart’s position has 
been well considered at Whitehall. He was on half-pay ; could not obtain 
employment in his own service; his pay was totally inadequate to his 
requirements ; he was desirous of finding a field for the exercise of his 
professional duties, and on an offer (ansought by him) of an appoint- 
ment in Constantinople having been made to him, he felt that he had 
no alternative left but to close with it, even at the risk of uninten- 
tionally offending his former ‘‘lords and masters.” The position now 
occupied by ag te Hobart is a high and dignified one, and, whilst 
he occupies it, he will be enabled to render good service to England 
by maintaining the efficiency of the navy of her ancient and always 
faithful ally. We have advices from Constantinople, dated the 18th 
inst., by which we find that Hobart Pasha has already inaugurated 
numerous beneficial changes in the Turkish navy, which, in so far as 
they will at once save the Sultan’s Government large sums of’ money, 
have already been much apprecie 

Sir John Pakington, as retary of State for War, bas nominated 
the following gentlemen to act as a committee to inquire into the 
character and construction of our coast defences, whether of iron, 
masonry, or earthwork, as recommended by the Royal Commission on 
National Defences :—Admiral the Hon. Sir F. G. Grey, G.C.B., chair- 
man; Major-General Oollingwood Dickson, C.B., Royal Artillery ; 
Major-General Simmons, C.B., Royal Kagineera ; Major-General Har- 
ness, C.B., Royal Engineers; and Mr. Hawkshaw, the celebrated civil 
engineer. The secretary is not nominated, but it is presumed that an 
officer of the Royal Engineers will be selected. The committee will 
assemble probably this week to arrange preliminaries. 

The Army and Navy Gazette animadverts upon the fact that the 
Coldstream Regiment of Guards is still kept short of a captain, in 
order that the Queen’s regulations may be infringed in favour of En- 
sign and Lieutenant William Michael Glynn Turquand. It appears 
that this fortunate youth joined the Guards on the 22nd of May, 1866, 
and that when Lieutenant and Captain the Hon. G. H. W. Windsor 
Clive got his step on the 14th of March, 1868, Mr. Turquand had not 
falfilled by seven weeks the term of service required to qualify hin 
for promotion, neither had he passed the required examination. Junior 
to Mr. Turquand in the Coldatream Guards, but senior to him in the 
service by several years, is a lieutenant named Hervey Bruce, who ex- 
changed into the Guards from the 52nd. To this officer the vacant 
step onght, of courre, to have been given, and an ensign and Jieatenant 

immediately added to the regiment; but interest is prevailing over 
the Queen’s regulations, and the step is still left open for the advan- 
tage of the favoured Ensign T'urquand. The matter is not, indeed, of 
much importance; but occurring as it does, under the very eycs of 
the Commander-in-Chief, and with his Royal Highness’sfull cognizance, 
it must tend to weaken his consideration and authority with the army 
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whenever he may be called upon to enforce the Queen's regulations to 
the letter in questions of more serious import. If the Queen's regu- 
lations are thus openly and pepe disregarded in favour of the 
Guards, how can his Royal Highness insist upon them in questions 
affecting the line ? 

A ‘return issued ‘on Saturday sbows that the namber of Her 
Majesty’s ships and vessels at the different stations over the world on 
March 31, 1867, was 276; the total complement of men, 44,245. 

We understand that Major-General George W. Key will have the 
cavalry colonelcy, vacant by the death of Lord Cardigan. It is not 
improbable that Lord George Paget will be transferred from hia pre- 
sent regiment, the 7th Dragoon Guards, tothe 11th Hussars, General 
Key becoming colonel of the 7th. This is a sufficient contradiction 
of the painful report which was put about within the last few days to 
the effect that Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, was likely to 
be Lord Cardigan’s successor, as colonel of ‘‘ Prince Albert's Own 
Hussars.” The idea was never entertained for a moment. 

The following promotions will take place in succession to the late 
Earl of Cardigan :—Major-General W. G. Gold, colonel of the 53rd 
Regiment, to be lieutenant-general; Colonel W. Munro, C.B., late 
39th Foot, to be major-general ; Major D. W. Tench, half pay, 15th 
Hussars, Staff Officer of Pensioners at Woolwich, to be lieutenant- 
colonel in the Army. 

It will be inte: toa very valuable portion of Her Majesty's 
forces, the Marines, to learn that Parliament has exempted them from 
being flogged any more on shore in peace time. But this step will 
necessitate the exemption of our seamen also from the lash; it will be 
out of the question that the captain of a ship should have the power of 
flogging a marine for on offence for which he could not be flogged by 
hia colonel on shore ; and sauce for the marine must, eventually, be 
sauce for the sailor. 

A trial of the engines of the double-screw steam gunvemel Lapwing. 2, 
took place outside Plymouth Sound on the 20th. She is of 663 tons bur- 
den, and belongs to the new class of which there are eight vessels. supposed 
to be for China. Four of them are having their machinery manufactured 
by the Messrs. Rennie ; the Lapwing is the first of the four tried, and she 
is supplied with two pair of engines to work hertwo propellers. ‘he mean 
of six runs, at full power, gave a speed of 10°46 knots at a mean number 
of 116 revolutions per minute, the mean pressure in boiler being 26 ib. 
The vacuum 25 in., giving an indicated power of 830 horses, being five 
times the nominal power, 160, and 110-horse power more than the con- 
tract indicated power. These engines are of the ordinary type, without 
surface condensers or superheaters, and were tried under the regulations 
recently issued by the Admiralty. The result may, therefore, be considered 
satisfactory. The mean speed at half-boiler power was 8-06 knots, the 
revolutions 97, and pressure of steam 19 Ib. 


CavTion To Tza-DRINKERS.—A ‘‘sworn broker” of the City o 
London writes:—“ At the Commercial Sale-rooms, lately, a considerable 
quantity of tea utterly unfit for human food was sold. I do not wish to 
turn informer against my fellow-brokers if 1 can help it; but in the 
interest of the trade itself, I feel bound to draw attention to the subject, 
and trust that the proper authorities may take measures to prevent the tea 
going into consumption. I do not hesitate to state that the so-called tea 
is prejudicial to human ‘life.” Ina subsequent communication he says, 
—** Ihave been at the pains to send a sample of this tea to the Lancet, 
and have their authority fer stating that it is unfit for consumption ; still, 
as far as I am aware, no steps have been taken to prevent its being retailed 
throughout the country mixed with soond teas. J] am informed that large 
quantities of simitar teas remain in the warehouses, and 1 would suggest 
the advisability of Government appointing an inquiry to be held as to the 
state of the stocks, so that all tea found to be injurious to human life may 
be condemned and destroyed. I would also suggest that such inquiry be 
held during the ensuing summer and before the new teas cominence to 
arrive, as it will be a slack time in the warehouses, and the stocks will be 
smaller than they have been for sixteen years.” 

MANOFACTURE OF SILK IN CaLtrornta.—The project of establich- 
ing a silk manufactory at San Jose has at last useumed a definite shape, the 
articles of incorporation of the Mechanics’ Pioneer Silk Factory having 
been filed. The capital stock is $100,000, divided into 2,000 shares at 
$50. Over $20,000 of the stock has already been taken, and the first 
instalment of ten dollars paid in. The machinery for the factory ie 
already on the ground, the foundations for the main building having beea 
laid, and the work will be immediately pushed forward. As our readers 
are aware, the climate of California is specially favourable to she culture 
of silk, the malberry growing luxuriantly, and the labour of handling and 
feeding the worms being much less than in any other of the silk-growing 
countries. The cocoons are also of a superior quality. There can be 
little doubt of the success of this enterprise, and we believe it is destined 
to inaugurate the development of a branch of industry which will add 
great wealth to the Srate. 

Cotontat. Governors.—A Parliamentary return hes been issued 
stating the salaries of the several colonial governers. At the head of the 
roll stand the two great prizes—Canada and Victoria, each paying its 
governor £10,000 a year. Jamaica. New South Wales, Mauritius, aud 
Ceylon follow, each with its £7,000 a year. Then come South Aus- 
tralia, the Cape, Hong Kong, British Guiana, the Straits Settlements 
(Singapore), and Gibraltar, each £5,000 a year. Next are New Zealand 
and Malta, £4,500; and then Tasmania, Queensland, Barbados, and 
Windward Islands, and British Columbia, £4,000; Trinidad pays £3,500 
a year; and the Bahamas, West African Settlements (Sierra Leone), and 
Antigua and Leeward Islands. £3,000. Bermuda pays £2,746; New- 
foundland and St. Helena, £2,000; Western Australia, 41,800; the Falk- 
lands, £900; Labuan, £800; and Heligoland, £500. The list of 
lieutenant-governors and presidents of council ranges from Natal, £2.500; 
through Britise Honduras and Penang, £1,800; Prince Edward Island, 
£1,500; St. Vincent, Grenada, Tobago, Dominica, St. Kitt's and Nevis, 
Gambia, Gold Coast, and Lagos, £1,300; Malacca, £1,200; the Cape, 
£1,000; the Virgin Islands, aud Turks and Caicos Islands, both 4800 ; 
St. Lucia, £700; and Montserrat, £500. The total is £149,246; the 
population about ten millions.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA AND 
CHINA. 

So often have our readers perused articles under this heading, 
many of them containing fair promises, destined apparently 
to remain for ever unfulfilled, that by this time ‘they may be 
inclined to pass wearily over it, in despair of finding any 
reliable facts, or hopeful information. Not long since we 
gladly hailed some slight improvement in the working of the 
existing lines of telegraph to India, but our hopes of permanent 
amendment were quickly dispelled by the almost simultaneous 
failure of the Persian Gulf and Malta cables. Then, of the 
three mew schemes that were promulgated about the middle of 
last year, only one, that of Messrs. Srzmens Brotuers, for an 
overland line through Russia and Persia, seems to have achieved 
any measure of success ; the ANGLo-INDIAN Company, an equally 
meritorious undertaking, to say the least, having remained in 
abeyance owing to hard times and the want of Government 
support ; while the Inpra, Cuma, and Corontan Company, with 
its bold project for a complete submarine line, starting from 
Falmouth, has entirely collapsed, and left “not a rack behind.” 
It really began to look as if the labours of the Select Com- 
mittee that sat last year under the presidency of Mr. CrawForD 
to report on postal and telegraphic communication with India 
had been thrown away, as far as concerned the latter subject. 

We have now to consider the character and probable results 
of the important meeting held at the Mansion-house on the 
23rd March. Sir Frepertck Ha.umay, who convened the 
meeting, explained that its object was to impress upon the 
Government and the House of Commons the absolute necessity 
of an improved communication. He referred to the able and 
complete nature of the report of the Select Committee of 1866, 
and pointed out that although two years nearly have passed 
since it was issued, absolutely nothing has been done towards 
carrying out its recommendations, Amid the cheers of his 
hearers he said, “‘ What we want is one line, under one control, 
“and that British control, free from end to end of all political, 
“ Asiatic, or European complications.” Mr, CRawrorD, who fol- 
lowed, justly. observed that a single system of telegraphic com- 
munication between this country and India through the Conti- 
nent would be insufficient, dependent as we were on the goodwill 
of foreign countries, and seeing that circumstances might arise 
to cut off our communication with the East absolutely and en- 
tirely. ‘There were also great physical difficulties in the way 
of upholding a syetem of communication in rigorous winters 
and in mountainous parts of a country. On the other hand, 
we had the sea nearly the whole way from this to India, and we 
could be independent of almost every other nation along the 
route, with the single exception of 120 miles between Alex- 
andria and Suez. Mr. Crawrorp also pointed out the 
peculiar circumstances which gave this proposition far more 
weighty claims to Government support than even such an un- 
dertaking as the Atlantic Cable. Mr. Joun Penper ably advo- 
cated the cause of the Manchester merchants, and Mr. Pret, 
wound up the business of the meeting by nominating twelve 
gentlemen to form a standivug committee (among whom our 
readers will be glad to see that China interests are well repre- 
sented) to carry out the views of the meeting. 

It appears to us that the committee will most effectually 
perform the duty they have undertaken, by giving energetic 
support to the ANaro-Inpian Company in their endeavour to 
procure from Government a guarantee of five per cent. on 
tho capital employed, We do not want any more new schemes 
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or rival companies. Here is one prepared with a well-organised 
system, already in possession of numerous valuable concessions, 
and moreover, with an advantageous contract ready-made ; only 
waiting, in fact, for that small modicum of Government sup- 
port. that has never been withheld from any other undertaking 
likely to be beneficial to India. In November ‘last’ a very in- 
fluential memorial, in support of this company’s request, was 
presented to the Secrsrary for Ivpia ; but (as Mr. CrawForp 
aptly remarked) it was met with the usual stereotyped answer 
of a Government unwilling to do anything. It is impossible 
that the question should be shelved in this mauner. It is one 
of national importance, and if Ministers persist in their ob- 
structive policy, it must he forthwith ventilated in the House of 
Commons. 


THE HONG KONG MEMORIAL, “ 

Tae “Honea Kona Association or Lonpon” was organised 
just in time to take charge of the petition to the House of 
Commons, which was received from that colony by the last 
mail, The Association has undertaken the duty of procuring 
the aid of some influential members of Parliament to support 
the petition, and of organising a deputation to wait on the 
Duke of BucxrnaHam with a statement regarding it. It 
would appear that by some oversight the Hong Kong Com- 
mittee failed to recognise the necessity for securing influen- 
tial support for the movement’ in this country, and regarded 
their work as finished when the petition bad been signed and 
despatched. The opportune formation of the London Com- 
mittee fortunately obviates a very great difficulty that might 
have arisen from this course. The hasty presentation of 
a petition to the House of Commons is always a hazardous 
step; the first endeavours of those who seek redress 
for colonial grievances should be to lay their case before 
the Government, reserving an appeal to Parliament‘as a later 
resource. The great party struggle initiated by Mr. GLapsTone’s 


.regolutions onthe Irish Church question has to befought out after 


the Easter recess ; a dissolution may follow, or if not, the busi- 
ness of the Session will be so much in arrear that a discussion 
on Colonial Affairs—never a favourite subject in the House— 
would be hopeless. The petition, presented at so inopportune 
a juncture, would “lie on the table” unheeded; while any 
subsequent representations to the CoLontaL Secretary would 
(not un-naturally) be met with the reply, that by petitioning 
Parliament the colonists had taken the matter out of his hands. 
These considerations have decided the London Committee to 
draw up a separate memorial, to be presented to the Duke of 
BuckInGHAM by a deputation at as early a date as possible. In 
this document the claims of the colony are urged, very strongly 
as regards tho arguments adduced, but very temperately as 
regards the language they are conveyed in ; and we have little 
doubt that it will meet with a favourable reception, —- 
THE two composite screw gunboats Kwang-tung and Shan- 
tung, built by Méssrs. WILLIAM Denny and Brotugss, of Dum- 
barton, for the Viceroy of Canton, have been - launched, fully 
completed, with their engines and boilers on board, and on 
the 31st, ultimo made a trial of their speed over the measured 
mile in Skelmorlie Bay, the result being, in both cases, an 
average speed of 9 3-10th knotsanhour. Their propellers will 
now be disconnected, and they will proceed at once under canvas 
to their destination, where they will soon render a satisfactory 
acoount of some of the pirates still infesting the coast. We 
cannot see, however, that this most praiseworthy step on the 
part of the Viceroy in any way exonerates our own Government 
from the duty of sending out the vessels specially provided for 
the protection of British commerce in China waters. The order 
for these vessels, we understand, was sent to Messrs. Denny 
BrorueErs through the agency of Mr. Davi Gries, manager 
of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dockyards, and ‘formerly 
manager in the employ of Messrs. Denny and Co., engineers. 


AurHouveH the commerce of Italy in Japan is confined to 
the purchase of silkworms’ eggs, the Government considers it 
80 important that in spite of their very deranged finances it is 
decided to send outa ship of war to protect their interests. 
The Clotilde steam-frigate has been selected for this service, 
and is now being fitted out with all despatch for Japan, where 
she is to remain on the station, She is under orders to sail 
from Genoa on the 1st of May.

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COAL DISCOVERIES IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 


A Blue Book on Coal, lately issued, contains the following 
interesting correspondence on the discoveries of mines in China 


and Japan :— 
aie CHINA. 
Coxsun Swornor to Sm RB. ALooox. 
British Consulate, Amoy, April 4, 1867. 
Srs,—I hasten to report to your Excellency that coal has been dis- 
-hou, the chief island of the Peacadores. Some 
months ago a servant of mine was ger on board of the Chinese 


’ cruizer Volunteer, bound from Takow to Amoy. He came to me and 


reported secretly that that steamer, being detained in Makung Har- 
bour for want of coal, some of that article was supplied to her from the 
island. I communicated the intelltgence to Commander Broad, senior 
naval officer here, and sent my man across to Formosa to learn posi- 
tively from what island the coal had been procured. The secret was 
s0 well kept by the Chinese that my man succeeded in getting no in- 
formation on the subject. No one oe ae about the coal. 
They supposed it must have been purc' from a junk from the 
Kelung mines, North Formosa. A few days ago, however, the Volun 
teer returned to Amoy, and I,learned the whole story from the engineer 
of that veesel. About October of last year the Volunteer and the 
Gorilla, both Chinese cruizers, got into a heavy gale between Takow 
and the Pescadores. The Gorilla was wrecked on Fisher's Islands, but 
the Volunteer succeeded in making Makung Harbour, whence she 
could not proceed to Amoy for want of sufficient coal. The Chinese 
officer in command consulted with the Heetai or military commandant 
of the Pescadores, who stated that some black earth had been noticed 
on the north side of Pong-hou Island which the people aaid was coal, 
but it was a secret, and none was allowed to disturb the soil. 
The necessity of the case forced him to get over his scruples, and he 
allowed the engineer of the Volunteer to proceed to the spot with carts 
and 100 coolies to dig and bring away the coal. The journey from the 
town across country to the coal site occupied half a day. The en- 
gincers succeeded in procuring about twenty-one tons of coal, which, 
though obtained from near the surface, they found serviceable enough 
when mixed with what little fuel they had on board. The hill whence 
this coal was procured projected on to water which communicates both 
with the well-shelte Pong-hou Harbour, and with the sea on the 
coast towards Formoes. Deep water is marked in the chart within a 
few hundred yards of the spot, which lies in latitude 23° 35’ 20" and 
longitude 119° 82’ 50” (see Admiralty chart 1961, ‘ Pescadores 
Islands”) The engineer eaid that the whole hill looked as if contain- 
ing coal. The Mandarins are anxious to keep the matter dark lest the 
existence of this valuable substance should draw the attention of the 
foreigner to these islands which enter 80 spacious and safe a harbour. 
I must try and psy a visit to Pong-hou to learn the extent of these 
mines, but I should think it would be worth the while of Her Majesty's 
Government to institute a thorough examination of these islands, 
which are likely some day to play a more important in the world's 
history than they do at | gros The coal will no doubt be the same 
that occurs in layers under the new red sandstone interior of Canton, 
up the river in this district, and at Kelung. There is no reason why 
the same layer should not be upheaved atthe Pescadores. What comes 
into the market of all these coals is merely surface coal worked in the 
simple horizontal borings of the Chinese style. As soon as water is 
reached the Chinese stop work and commence another boring, as they 
have no means of properly pumping out. Coal above the level is 


“naturally deteriorated by the action of the air, and affords an indifferent 


fuel. Hf the mines could he worked under European mastership and 

the oy g coal extracted, there is every reason to believe that it would 

be found to be s thoroughly good and serviceable article.—I have, &.,

Peking, October 1, 1867. 
My Lozp,—I forward the enclosed report from Mr. Swinhoe, giving 
the result of his exploration for coal in the Pescadores, made at my in- 
atigation, not so much for any interest attaching to the geological data 
obtained, as for the lesson conveyed by the negative result and the 
causes which led to it. 

When I miged upon the Tartar General and the Viceroy at Foochow 
in last June the expediency of ascertaining with certainty the existence 
of valuable coal in this group of islands so admirably situated for the 
supply of shipe in mid channel, between Formosa and the mainland, 
and isolated from any large populations, I was met by the usual ob- 
jections founded on the Pople belief in geomantic influences and the 
danger of disturbing the Fung-shuy. The high officers professed to 
believe in these influences, as the elders of the villages do; and the 
result goes far to show, I think, that nothing is to be Pu bis from ar- 
gament or persuasion in any matter connected with the development 
of the vast mineral resources of this country. Yet on the attainment 


“of facilities for working mines more than anything else, I believe, de- 


pends any p of future increase in foreign trade, or material im- 
rovement in the financial state of the Government. If it can neither

with to improve their administration,’as well as money for the pay- 
ment of their armies, the want of which isa main cause of continuous 
insurrections. These are fed by deserters from the Imperial forces al- 
ways left in arrear, ill-fed, and worse paid. Whole divisions thus go 
over in » body to swell the ranks of those who threaten to make all 
Government impossible. If this last much longer, and those at the 
head of affairs in Peking continue to ahow the aame impracticable spirit 
and slavish fear of the opposition which innovations provoke, there is 
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nothing to be looked for but anarchy and the subversion of a dynasty 
showing an utter incapacity for rule. Their sole aim is to stand still 
and offer a passive poate to all efforts to move them forward. Yet 
in progress lies their only hope of safety and the stability of the 
throne, and there are times when the leading members of the Foreign 
Board seem to see this. The fact of their persistent refusal to give 
facilities for the effectual working of their almost unlimited coal-fielda, 
petroleum wells, and other sources of inexhaustible wealth is the more 
significant that never was a Government more poverty stricken or put 
to greater straits for money. 

I think it desirable to draw your Lordship’s attention to this feature 
of the Chinese character and policy now, because I have long been 
convinced, in the event of a revision of treaties next year being 
claimed, nothing is to be gained worth serious effort if the authority 
to work mines and the introduction of railroads and telegraphs be 
refused, and in the present temper of rulers and people such conces- 
sions are certainly not to be looked for from negotiations based on re- 
spect for the absolute right of the nation or its Sovereign to do as may 
seem beat to themselves in the internal affairs of the country and the 
development of its resources.—I have, &c. § RurHEBroRD ALCOCK.

The following, from Sir Harry Parkes, encloses some interest- 
ing memoranda by Mr. Mitford and Mr. Sutton on coal dis- 
coveries in Japan :—

My Lonp,—I mentioned in sf despatch of the 17th ultimo that Mr.

of inspection to the coal mines, which the Japanese Government have 
commenced to work on the Island of Yesso, under the superintendence 
of Mr. Erasmus Gower; and I now inclose a Report by Mr. Mitford, 


upon the state of the works and the prospects of the undertaking. I 
shall bring the information it contains to the notice of the Gorogio, in 


the hope that they will see the expediency of placing sufficient means 
at the disposal of Mr. Gower to enable to work the coal with ad- 
vantage. 

The demand for fuel is constantly increasing, and our interests in 
obtaining supplies upon the gpot is second only to that which it ms; 
be presumed is felt by Japan itself. The competition, however, whic 
may thus be created with the mining operations of the Russians in the 
neighbouring Island of Saghahe, where coal of good quality is also 
found, will perhaps account for their not viewing these efforts of the 
Japanese Government with similar favour—I am, &c.,

MEMORANDUM ON THE CoaL pene or Iwanal, Jatawp or Yxsso, 
APAN. 


The Japanese Government appear to have been long aware that coal 
was to be found in the neighbourhood of Iwanai. Some six or seven 
years ago Messrs. Blake and Pompelli, two American engineers in the 
service of the Tycoon, were ordered to report upon these mines. Al- 
though the opinion which they exp was favourable it is only 
since the beginning of the present year that any serious attempt has 
been made to work the seams, and for this purpose the services of 
Mr. Erasmus Gower, an English civil engineer, were secured. 

The little town of Iwanai is situated at the south-east corner of a 
bay on the west coast of Yesso to the seuth of Strogonoff Bay. The 
town contains a mixed population of Ainos (aborigines) and Japanese. 
The coal mines lie two miles inland from a village called Kaianoma, 
some seven miles across the bay. Four seams of coal had been dis- 
covered. Two of these are from four to six feet thick ; one is about 
three feet thick ; and the fourth, which has not yet been thoroughly 
examined, is abouta foot thick. The quality of the coal, according to 
Mr. Gower, is soft. It yields from 10 to 12 percent. of ash and 30 to 
35 per cent. of gas. On first being lighted it sends out a thick black 
smoke, but soon burns with a clear strong flame, and leaves no clinker. 

Mr. Gower has not yet been able to begin working the mines. His 
time at present is taken up in making a tramway from the mines to 
Kaianoma, building bridges and houses for the ns to be em- 
ployed, and surveying the district. The rails for the tram-road have 
been sent for to England, and the cars are to be supplied from Cali- 
fornia. From Kaianoma to Iwanai, where there is a good anchorage 
for ships, it is proposed to send the coal in steam propellers. Steamers 
could, in fine weather, load at Kaianoma itself. 

The chief difficulty with which Mr. Gower has to contend is the 
scarcity of labour. The population is partially a moving one, con- 
sieting principally of Japanese who migrate from the main island dur- 
ing the season for the herring fishery. Herring oil and seaweed are 
the principal trade of the coast, and whole fleets of janks are em- 
ployed in carrying this produce to Hakodate, and even as far as 
Osaka, and other points on the main island. There is also a small 
export of timber. 

Wages are as high as 1 ichibu and 800 cash per diem ; and although 
cheap and efficient labour could be procured by employing the Aino 
population, the repressive policy of the Japanese will not allow the 
aborigines even to take service privately with Mr. Gower. 

Mr. Gower complains that, contrary to all rule, although respon- 
sible forthe economy with which the mines are to be worked, he has 
no means of checking needless expenditure or detecting frauds, as he 
is kept in ignorance of the nature of all contracts entered into by the 
Japanese officers employed under him. As an instance of this he 
pointed out 6,800 pieces of timber, a foot square, and from 18 to 24 
feet long, which had been ordered without his knowledge, and for 
which he had no use. Under these circumstances Mr. Gower finds it 
difficult to eatimate the probable cost at which coal may be delivered ; 
but he i es that it will not exceed four dollars per ton on the 
Freight to odate would be three dollars, to Yokohama or 
Nagasaki six dollars per ton.

He expecta the mine tobe in working order by the end of June, 
1868. 

An experiment was made with some of the coal picked out from the 
surface of the seams in the galley fire of H.M.S. Salamts, under the 
superintendence of the chief engineer. Seventy-nine pounds of coal 
yield 17-27 per cent. of ash, 1°5 per cent. of clinker, an average volume 
of smoke, and a strong and durable flame. 

Mr. Gower has made a proposition to the officials of Hakodate, 
offering to supply the machinery necessary for working some petroleum 
aprings at Warhinoki and Yama Kushinai in Volcano Bay, on the con- 
dition of his receiving half the profits. 

Tam able to state confidently on the best authority that the Rus- 
sian authoritics at Hakodate view with no favourable eye Mr. Gower’s 
schemes, or those of Mr. Gartner, a Pruasian gentleman, who has made 

roposals to the Japanese for introducing scientific farming into the 
Fertile jsland of Yedo. The Russians affect to see in the offers of 
Kuropeans to teach the Japanese how to develop their own resources, 
only so many attempts to enrich themselves at the expense of their 
employers.

Sra,—In obedience to your order I inspected the coal field near 
Hiogo, and I have the honour to enclose the following report :— 


The coal is of a tertiary formation, and it crops out in a number of 
places on the sides of a low range of hills about six miles to the weat- 
ward of Hiogo. The natives have been working it for the last ten 
yeara, but not continuously. They firat commenced in 1857 and con- 
tinued until 1861, when the works were stopped because imported coal 
was then much cheaper. During the above period they sent into the 
Hiogo market upwards of 500 tons of coal. The prices of coal have 
risen considerably of late. They were induced to commence the works 
again in February last. The first two months they employed only 
thirty men, after which they doubled the number, and up to the pre- 
gent time they have obtained more than 170 tons, which they informed 
me has been used by theirsteamera, and that their engineers reported 
it equal to the other kinds of Japanese coal. Their workings are very 
primitive, and so algo are the tools they use. They select a place 
where they see the coal cropping out, and follow it into the sides of 
the hills horizontally. In the above way they have cut numerous little 
tunnels a little larger than the thickness of the seam (which varies 
from 1 ft. 6 in. to 2ft. 5 in. in. thickness), the largest of which is not 
more than 200 ft., consequently they have not got into the proper 
seam, but merely an outlying branch of it; but still the best of the 
coal brought out in my presence was quite equal to Takostma (Naga- 
saki) coal. It is not of exactly the same description, but more of an 
anthracite kind. The highest point of their works is about 100 ft. 
above the level of the sea, from whence it dips about an angle of fifteen 
degrees towards the sea. I traced it more than a mile in that direc- 
tion, and I am of opinion that if a shaft was sunk about half-a-mile 
farther down the valley in the direction the seam rans, 8 good kind of 
coal would be obtained, and it could easily be brought into Hiogo by 
means of a tramway, which could be constracted comparatively at a 
very small cost, it being vag beri with the present mode of con- 
veyance (a long narrow cart holding about half a ton drawn by one 
bullock) to keep up & good supply of coal at Hiogo.—I have, &c.,

THE NEW SPANISH LOAN. 


_ Apropos of this loan “ A Mzncuant” writes to The Times iv 
the following terms, on the illiberal commercial policy pursued 
by Spain towards all her colonics, but more especially towards 
Manila :— 

I perceive with pleasure that the Spanish Home Government are attend- 
ing to the financial wants and interests of their colonies, by endeavouring 
to raise money in Europe. Though the security offered is, no doubt, quite 
sufficient, it would, I am sure, have been more satisfactory to subscribers 
to receive some arsurance or guarantee that the Spanish Government like- 
wise intend to inaugurate a more liberal commercial policy in their colonies 
than the one hitherto pursued by them. 


The enormous protection afforded to the Spanish flag, the number of 
colonial ports yet entirely closed to foreign trade, the complicated tariffs, 
and many other important matters of a restrictive nature, have been and 
always will be against the expected or promised unfettering of the resources 
in which the colonies certainly abound. Spanish colonists seem convinced 
of this ; at least, at Manila several attempts to raise funds by local Govern- 
ment loans have been made, but with little or no success. The principle 
of colonial contributions to the mother country may be right or wrong, 
but in any case it ought not to be erforced to excess. The colony above 
alluded to (Manila) has to pay in kind an annual tribute of 130,000 cat. 
of leaf tobacco to Spain, which quantity is despatched regularly to Europe; 
while it is now reported that the Manila Government owes to planters about 
4} millions of dollars for crops 1866-1868, for which no payments were 
forthcoming. Hence a crisis, the further consequence being that planters 
are leaving the districts in masses, as they decline to continue to work for 
nothing. A similar etate of affairs was predicted already eighteen months 
ago by the then Colonial ‘Treazurer in a pamphlet issued by him, but no 
effectual steps were taken. In fact, the policy of Spain towards her colonies 
must greatly and speedily alter, else the colonial financial crisis which it 
is now sought to alleviate will soon recur and become a permanent evil. 
Let us, therefore, hope that the loan now to be raised will be employed in 
a manner really and truly beneficial to the colonists established in those 
fertile islands.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA AND 
CHINA. 

A very numerous and influential meeting of members of Parliament, 
bankers, merchants, and others, representing various interests in the East, 
was held on the 23rd ingt. at the Mansion-house, to consider the present 
state of telegraphic communication with India, which is alleged on all 
hands to be extremely unsatisfactory. The meeting was convened by Sir 
Frederick Halliday, chairman of the Anglo-Indian Telegraph Company, 
by circular, in which he remarked on the great importance of the subject. 
The Lord Mayor, who had placed a large room in his official residence at 
the disposal of the meeting, occupied the chair, and there were present Sis .

The report of the committee described the existing methous of carrying on 
those communications as imperfect in their organisation, inefficient in their 


working, and liable. at any time to interruption from political and other 


causes entirely beyond the control of the British Government, and at the 


same time set forth the advantages of telegraphic intercourse with India 


in relation to its trade with this country upon the evidence of very com- 


petent witnesses who had appeared before them. That intercourse was 
in Europe under the control of almost every nation, and in Asia at the 


control of a set of incapable and utterly naimprovable Arabs, Turks, and

It was a grave reproach that each a state of 
things should have been allowed to continue so long, considering the mag- 
nitude of the political, social, and other interests which were bound up in 
the maintenance of the existing relations between this country and India. 
It was a grievance and a positive humiliation. In the city of London it 
was impossible to exaggerate the enormous importance of a punctual, 
rapid, and accurate telegraphic communication with the East. At pre- 
sent, when a man sent a message to India there was no knowing whether 
it would arrive in ten hours, or ten days, or thirty-six days, or whether it 
would arrive at all. Or, if it did arrive, whether it was intelligible, or 
whether the sense of it might not be ruinously reversed. (Hear, hear.) 
Why should they tolerate such a state of things? Ocean telegraphy, as 
Mr. Field said to him the other day, was no longer a romance or @ mat- 
vel; it was a hard, practical, and substantial fact, jast as mauch so as 
the mail train from Liverpool to London, and ought to be as regular, 
punctual, and complete. Take the case of the Abyssinian Ex- 
pedition ; why should we not have intelligence in six hours from the 
seat of war? But what was the fact? According to The Times of 
Saturday the latest telegraphic communication was dated the 2nd of 
March, twenty days ago. low was the General to communicate with his 
base of operations under such a system, or what more need be said of the 
inefficiency of such a system? During the mutiny of 1857, when the very 
fate of our Indian Empire trembled in the balance, the Europeans in many 
places depended for relief on the chance arrival of troops, or on the 
miscrable possibility that in the midst of the wild and trackless sea an 
army on its way to China might be intercepted. That was eleven years 
ago, and were we any wiser? Had we taken any practical measures in 
consequence? Suppose such an emergency were to happen to-morrow— 
and let no man “lay the flattering unction to his soul” that it could 
not—and that daughters, wives, and sons were in the hands of a blood- 
thirsty soldiery, our countrymen would be nearly as much cut off from 
telegraphic communication with England as they were in 1858. Between 
people so severed and separated, and yet so bound house to house and 
heart to heart, it would be a priceless blessing ‘if such a communication 
were effected as that which it was now sought to establish. He did- not 
care who made the communication so long as it was made, but he cer- 
tainly represented a body of gentlemen who were able and willing to do 
that great work in the only way in which it could be done. What they 
wanted was one line, under one control, and that British control, and free 
from end to end of all political, Asiatic, or European complications. 
(Cheers.) If, then, Government did not make such a communication, let 
them not mar it. He urged the meeting to press on the House of Com- 
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mons and the Government the absolute necessity of insisting on the com- 
munication being made, and he trusted the conference would result in 
briaging about a satisfactory system instead of that of which they were 
now heartily ashamed. (Hear, hear.) 


Mr. Crawrorp, M.P., said the real question was not so much the grie- 
vanoes under which they were labouring as the way to remedy them. The 
Commons’ Committee of 1866 in their report set forth all the bad elements 
in the system as it then existed, and every one of those elements still re- 
mained in full force. The committee recommended what they thought a 
ptcper course, and as the Government had since done nothing at all in the 
nratter, this conference was held with the view of putting some pressure 
upon them. Any system of telegraphic communication between this 
country and India through the Continent would be essentially unsound, 
dependent as we were in the present day on the goodwill of foreign coun- 
tries, and seeing that circumstances might arise to cut off our communica- 
tion with the East absolutely and entirely. There were also great physical 
difficulties in the way of upholding a system of communication in rigorous 
winters and in mountainous parts of a country. On the other hand, we 
had the sea nearly the whole way from this to India, and we could be in- 
dependent of almost every other nation along the route, with the single 
exception of the 120 miles between Alexandria and Suez. We had again 
the sea from Suez to Bombay. The laying of a line from Falmouth, or from 
wherever else it might start, by way of Egypt, might be perfectly facile, 
and reliance might be placed on its freedom from interruption, except 
in the event of any change in our friendly relations with Egypt. As toa 
guarantee, the Government naturally hesitated, after the failure of the 
Red Sea line, sesing that we were now taxed in consequence of that failure 
£386,000 a year. The Government had said why did we not put our 
shoulders to the wheel after the success of the Atlantic cable? The answer 
was that circumstances were very different, seeing that in the case of the 
Atlantic cable there was a broad expanse of water between the two coun- 
tries it was sought to connect. We had also to a certain extent a politi- 
cal difficulty, arising out of the necessity of passing through Egypt, and 
having regard to that necessity—which would be nothing to tnat which 
might arise if the line passed through the Continent—he thought the 
Gevernment were bound to assist by participating in the risk of the en- 
terprise should anything happen to render the line valueless in the event 
of Egypt being at any time in the possession of a foreign Power at enmity 
with us. The practical step for the meeting to take was to resolve them- 
selves into a committee to consider the best way to carry on an agitation 
on this subject, if he might use the term, but he would rather advise a 
fresh appeal to the Government or to Parliament, and if they thought it 
necessary to go asa deputation to the Government of India, he for one 
woald be ready to accompany them. To the memorial presented in Novem- 
ber fast they received the asual stereotyped answer of a Government un- 
willing to do anything. They, the merchants, bankers, and others present, 
and all others connected with the East generally, should give the Govern- 
ment to understand that they were exceedingly dissatisfied with the ex- 
isting state of our telegraphic communication, and ask for assistance either 
in the form of guarantee or as circumstances might require. 


Mr. Jounx PenpER, speaking on behalf of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce, said the complaints by the mercantile community there as to 
the irregularities connected with the present system of telegraphic eom- 
munication were loud and long. The Government appeared to have faci- 
lities for quick communication, but not so the merchants of Manchester. 
The Chamber of Commerce had memorialised the Government on the sub- 
ject, and he believed if action were taken by the meeting it would be 
earnestly and energetically supported by the commercial commanity of 
Manchester. There was a strong feeling on the part of the Government 
in reference to guarantees, but if they would only take their fair share in 
the shape of capital the thing would be done forthwith. Looking at them 
as the landlords of a great territory, they were bonnd to do as much for 
themselves as they, the merchants and others interested in the matter, 
were willing to do for themselves. 


Mr. Jonn Pex, M.P., bore testimony from his own experience to the 
extreme and vexatious irregularities and inconveniences in the transmis- 
sion of telegrams, and said there was a grave suspicion in some quarters 
that they were tampered with on the way at some of the stations. He 
himself, however, had no reason whatever to suspect anything like bribery. 
So far from there being any improvement, the telegrams were worse and 
worse. He moved:—' That the following gentlemen, members of Parlia- 
ment and others, representing various Eastern interests, be requested to 
form themselves into a standing committee, with power to add to their 
number, for the purpose of collecting and supplying such further informa- 
tion as may be necessary or available on the subject of Eastern telegraphic 
communication, and of arranging and carrying into effect such action as 
may be deemed advisable for the purpose of bringing the subject before 
the Government and the House of Commons:—Mr. Fleming, Mr. Creke, 
Mr. Wyllie, Sir F. Halliday, Mr. Napier, Mr. Magniac, Mr. Walkenshaw, 
Mr. Reiss, Mr. Gibb, Mr. Atkins, Mr. Hadow, and Mr. H. Gordon.” 


The motion was seconded by Baron ALFRED vx RoruscHiL, and care 
tied with acclamation. 


On the motion of Sir Frenzrick Haturpay, the thanks of the meeting 
were unanimously voted to the Lord Mayor for presiding on the occasion, 
and for affording accommodation in the Mansion-house for holding it. 


The Lorp Maron eaid he was glad they had essembled in sach numbers, 
and taken ap the subject in so business-like a manner, which afforded an 
augary that the work would be carried to a grand practical conclusion, for 
it was ridiculous that with such an army as we had in India, and with 
hondreds of thousands of our kindred there, we should be wanting in pro- 
per facilities for rapid communication with them.

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RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsore, March 24. 

It must appear to your readers so mach like the fable of the Boy and 
the Wolf that I am almost afraid to revert to the old story of the Aus- 
trian expedition to the Far East. Nevertheless, the subject has been 
again revived, and, without being at all sanguine, I must say it looks as 
if there was this time a fair chance of success. In your last issue you 
republished the remarks of a correspondent of the Standard on the subject, 
and it is scarcely worth the ink to observe that they are greatly 
exaggerated and evidently penned with the animosity of party spirit and 
a desire to make Hungary look ridiculous. At all events, the writer is 
quite wrong as far as regards the projected expedition, for Hungary has 
quite as much to gain by commercial intercourse with China and Japan as 


Austria Proper, and from the very beginning the Hungarian Ministers ° 


have expressed themselves quite ready and willing to bear a fair share of 
the expenses of the mission. The arrival at Vienna of Herr Overbeck, 
the Austrian Consul at Singapore, seems to have infused new life into the 
authorities and the public, and produced something like enthusiasm. 
On the invitation of the Central Committee of the ‘‘ Association of Aus- 
trian Industrials ” a public meeting was held on the 11th inst., to take the 
subject into consideration, and about a hundred gentlemen attended. 
Colonel von Paradis, Vice-President of the Association, took the chair, 
and opened the meeting with a specch in which he contended that the 
owners of industrial establishments were more than others called upon to 
support the projected expedition, as it could not fail to bring grist to their 
own mills and be good for the general prosperity of the empire. Herr 
von Pacher, Referendary of the Central Committee, gave at considerable 
length an expose of the various interests that would reap benefits from 
trade with the East, and at his suggestion a resolution was passed de- 
claring the adherence of the meeting to the principle of the expedition 
and pledging themselves to support it. At the same time it was resolved 
to draw up and publish a proclamation inviting support and co-operation 
from all merchants, shipowners, manufacturers, and corporations through- 
out the empire, for the execution of which a committee was elected, con- 
sisting of Messrs. von Pacher, von Paradis, Haardt, von Scrinai, and 
Theimer. 

All this is very satisfactory, and it is still more go to be able to state—as 
Iam in a position to do from competent authority—that last week a con- 
ference was held at the offices of the Minister for Trade in Vienna—the 
Minister for Trade in the chair—-which was attended by Vice-Admiral von 
Tegethoff, Captain Wipplinger, of the Imperial Navy, Baron von Gagern, 
Dr. von Scherzer, Consul-General Overbeck, and the Ministerial Secre- 
tary, Chawatt, as well as the Under-Secretary of State, Herr Fest, as the 
representative of the Hungarian Government, when the principle of 
sending out an expedition to the Far East with as little delay as possible 
was admitted on all sides. The two respective Ministers for Trade will 
now come to an understanding concerning the expenses and the propor- 
tionate amounts to be borne by the Austrian and Hangarian Treasuries, 
and then the next step will be to lay the plan before their respective 
legislatures, and ask for a vote in the usual oonstitational manner. 

The day before yesterday being the King of Prussia’s birthday, the new 
German flag was displayed for the first time on all the public buildings in 
this city. A parade of the garrison and a military church service in the 
open air followed. In the evening the theatres were throwa open, and two 
military balls were given in honour of the occasion. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Coffee continues the leading article this week also, the sales amounting 
again to 50,000 bags, for which even rather better prices were paid, the 
market closing firm. There is no improvement to notice in Rice, but the 
demand is steady. Tea is higher and the transactions of the week have 
been considerable; among the sales by importers were 150 packages of 
Moning Congou per Peter Denny, via London, 214 do. do. per Douglas 
Castle from Shanghai (also via London), and the following parcels per 
Hong Kong, direct from Foochow: 213 packages Congou, 1,266 do. 
Kaisow Congou, 180 do. Pekoe Congou, 288 do. Pakling Congou, 797 
do. Souchong, 104 do. Pekoe, and 48 do. Oolong. Notwithstanding the 
arrival of large supplies of Cassia Lignea the buyers are insatiable. Last 
week 1,600 chests were placed at 124 sch. bco., but as importers wished 
to sell, as they still realise a large profit, they were content with 12}, at 
which figure 4,000 chests changed hands, and there are still purchasers at 
that price. A better feeling prevails for Pepper, and 2,500 bags Singapore 
were taken at 3§ sch. bco. per lb., by which the stock in importers’ hands is 
cleared off. There is but little demand for Spelter, and prices are about 
the same as last week, the only sales reported being 1,000 centners for 
spring delivery, and 500 do. afloat for delivery on arrival at 13.11, aad 
300 do. for spring delivery at 13.10

HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN OORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTrerpaM, March 25. 

As I told you in my last, the Government, at the sitting of the 14th 
instant, laid upon the table the “ Orange-book,” containing the principal 
diplomatic docaments tending to defend the policy pursaed in the Lem- 
burg-Luxemburg question, and principally with a desire to prove the fact 
that Holland had joined in the guarantee of the neutrality of Luxemburg. 
The papers show that no mention of guch a guarantee was contained in the 
original draft of the London treaty, but that the Government consented to 
allow that it was included under the conviction that war would otherwise 
be inevitable. This was opposed by the Opposition, which criticised 
vigorously the behaviour of the Minister of Forelgn Affairs. Tho 
debate lasted six days, at which, first the Minister, and afterwards some 
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members of the Ministerial party, urged the necessity of the report of the 
committee appointed to investigate this diplomatic correspondence laying 
down an issue for the Chamber to vote upon the foreign policy of the 
Government, so that the Ministry could bring forward the Cabinet ques- 
tion again. This was declined by the Liberals, and a division was taken 
upon this conclusion—“ That the Chamber should accept the papers as in- 
formation, and should pass to the order of the day""—that is, that this 
Chamber should approve the vote of the former Chamber upon the foreign 
policy. This was passed by 55 against 18 votes. Then the debate about 
the motion of Mr. Blusse, that ‘‘ The House having heard the statements 
of the Ministers, is of opinion that the country's interests did not require 
the last dissolution of the Chamber,” was resumed, and, after a short 
debate, was carried by 39 against 34 votes. Notwithstanding that the 
Ministers promised to consider the adoption of this motion as a vote of 
want of confidence, they now declare that this motion was too ambiguous 
for the Ministry to consider it as a hostile vote involving the necessity for 
requesting their resignations. As soon as the division was known, Mr. de 
Bosch Kemper rose, and proposed that the House should forward an 
address to the King, in which the actual political situation should be 
stated, and the position of the Chamber and the Ministry fairly indicated 
for to-day’s sitting. This address will be moved by a commission of five 
members. It is generally thought that a prolix debate will ensue, but the 
result is entirely a matter of conjecture, as the Ministers have elected to 
remain in office despite all hostile votes. I need not say that the general 
business and the interests of the country suffer much by this crisis, which 
must end in a dissolution of the Chamber, or an entire change in the 
Cabinet. 

Beyond this struggle between the two parties in Parliament there is but 
very scant news. From Amsterdam I hear that the General Company of 
Trade and Industry will liquidate in a very short time; of course the 
financial condition of affairs will not be found very satisfactory. 

In Rotterdam a very curious fact has occurred. A well-known actor, 
Mr. Albregt, had expressed his intention of giving a performance for his 
benefit; amongst the pieces announced for performance was a farce, 
called ‘The Two Emperors at Salzburg, or Napoleon III. as Marriage 
Broker.” The Burgomaster of that town, however, prohibited the per- 
formance, under the instruction of the Minister of the Interior. The 
fact is, that the French Ambassador saw, in the title of the piece, an of- 
fence against the Emperor of the French. 

Mr. A. Hohwa, manufacturer of chronometers at Amsterdam, has been 
honoured by the Japanese Government with a magnificent testimonial, 
which has been presented to him by the officer of the Japanese “ Marine 
Akamak.” This testimonial, a pair of silver vases, was presented to him 
in recognition of his services on behalf of the Japanese Marine. The testi- 
monial bore the following inscription:—" The Government of Japan to 
Mr. Hohwa, Royal Manufacturer of Chronometers at Amsterdam, as a 
proof of esteem, 1867." 

Posrscrirt.—RotrerDAM, March 25th.—The result of yesterday's 
sitting was most astonishing. I hazarded the probability that the address 
to the King, proposed by Mr. Kemper, would be approved of, but instead 
of my opinion being realised, the proposal was rejected by sixty-nine 
against three votes. After this decision the Chamber parted for the Easter 
recess, The Ministerial question is now en suspens, and no one knows what 
will oocur. The Netherlands Bank has raised its discount 4 per cent. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Corrzr.—The result of the Company's sale, at which 71,890 b. Java 
were offered, was that white Java Tjilatjap and Preanger sorts fetched 1c. to 
2c, above valuation, whilst the inferior qualities of Java, Cadoe, and Malang 
were sold under thevaluation. There is a gooddemand for the white and yel- 
lowish white sorts from this auction, but nothing is offered. The private 
transactions include 2,127 b. Java ex Insulinde and Nicot, 2,540 b. Padang 
popes ex Bremenjand Mary Goddard, at 40c., and 2,563 b. Java ex Ne- 
derland. 

Raw Svcaz.—On the 19th inst. the Trading Company held its auction, 
at which 55,785 mats were offered, and all sold.

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LIVERPOOL SPRING ASSIZES. 


DispuTep CHARTER-PARTY.—MIEBUHR AND ANOTHER V. PRICHARD | 


-—Mr. Chas. Russell was for the plaintiffs, and Mr. T. Jones, Q.C., and 


Mr. Bruce for the defendants. The plaintiffs, who are cotton merchants. | 


at London, with agents in Liverpool, brought the action to recover com- 


pensation for damages alleged to have been sustained by them, by reason . 


of the breach on charter party by the defendants, who are merchants and 
shipowners in Liverpool. The Charter-party in dispute was made upon 
the ship Cambria, belonging to the defendants, in September, 1865. The 
parties to the charter were Messrs. Tilby and Co., brokers in Liverpool, 
acting as agents for the defendants, and Messrs. Mors Le Blanche, as 
agents for the plaintiffs. The charter provided that after the ship had 
been fitted for sea she should proceed to Singapore with a cargo for the 
benefit of the owners, and then go to Rangoon for orders and afterwards 
to Bassein or Akyab for rice. She was then to return to the United 
Kingdom, and be discharged either at the port of London or Liverpool. 
If the ship was discharged in London the freight was to be 57s. 6d. The 
ship was to be addressed to Messrs. Tilby and Co., or to agents to be 
named by them, and they were to report the ship, collect the freight, and 
attend to the general business of the ship. The Cambria was loaded with 
a cargo of rice at Bassein, which she discharged at London. The 
defendants placed the ship in the hands of Messrs. Bagshot, brokers, of 
Leadenhall-street, London, and it was alleged that by so doing, and de- 
priving Messrs. Tilby or their agents of it, they had broken the charter 
party. Thecharter party did not state the amount of remuneration to be 
paid, but the ordinary terms were 24 per cent. on the whole freight. The 
amount of freight upon which the defendant paid was £3,964 12s. 4d., 
and the commission claimed was £99 2s. 6d. Mr. Mors, who had been in 
business for about fourteen years and was interested in from sixty to 
eighty charters during a year, said the practice, so far as his experience 
went, was under the “ address clause,” to pay 24 per cent. commission. Oa 
the other hand, it was contended that when a ehip was ‘‘addressed” the 


owners of the ship and freight had the option of attending to the ship's - 


business, and the brokers were entitled to a fee of from two to five guineas 
for having ‘ reported ” the ship.—His Lordsbip, in directing the jury, said 
the question for their consideration was whether they were satisfied any 
usage had been proved which imported that where a ship was ‘' addressed” 
to a broker or his agent he was entitled to a commission of 24 per cent. 
whether he did the business of the ship or not.—The jury gave a verdict 
for the defendants.—His Lordship asked the jury if they found that the 
usage had not been established. —The Foreman: |Yes. — His Lordship: 
Is there any usage proved to your satisfaction that the addressed broker 
should report the ship and be entitled to the fee for r ? Yes.— 
The plaintiffs were allowed £1 6s., with leave to the defendants to move.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 1868. 


The Proprietor has made arrangements to run six couriers per month in May and June, in the 
event of delay in the transmission of telegrams by the Russian Telegraph Service. It may not be 
generally known that the delays during the last season were occasioned by the overflowing of the 
Rivers Irtisch, Obi, and Yenessei; upwards of 500 versts of Telegraph Line were swept away from 
time to time. As such inundations occur only once or twice in a century, the Proprietor hopes that 
the precaution he has taken will prove unnecessary. During the latter two months of last season 
the line worked very well, and Telegrams were delivered to and from Europe in 18 days; the 
average time being as follows :—

A courier having been killed by a fall from his horse last year, the telegram bag was lost, and 
has not yet been recovered. In order to prevent a recurrence of the inconvenience, it is the inten- 
tion of the Proprietor to open all telegrams addressed to his care, and forward duplicates by the 
subsequent courier to their respective addresses, unless he be specially notified to the contrary. 
The number of stations in Mongolia will be doubled this year. Contracts have been made to 
deliver telegrams between Kiachta and Tientsin in twelve days; the non-fulfilment of the contracts 
as to time entails a penalty upon the contractors of from 1 to 8 taels per hour (6s. to 18s.), thus 
giving a guarantee that delay will not occur. 

After the first two months of the season, which are the most severe as regards the climate, the 
contractors will reduce their contract time to ten days.
